"The normal procedure 
of S?lcctivc Service apparently was 
adequate for ordinary requirements, 
but this summer has produced cir- 
cumstances which call for thousands 
nf additional men who can be re- 
cruited sneedily and sent to camp 
for processing. The Recruiting Ser- 
vice is prepared to do such a Job." 

Colonel Schocnfeld reported a 
steady daily increase in enlistments 
since June 15. He added that more 
than six months after Pearl Har- 
bor, the Philadelphia . Recruiting 
Station in Custom House in that 
city was handling more than 75 
voluntary enlistments a day. Sub- 
stations of the district were just as 
busy, he said.

Nurse Shortage At 
State Hospital 

McConnell Says Many 
Nurses and Men Are 
In the Service 

The Norristown State Hospital 
is operating 200 short of its regular 
personnel, according to Igures re- 
lecsed this week by Arthur P. 
Nyes, the superintendent. 

"Normally," said Noyes, "we em- 
ploy 700 persons of which $00/ are 
nurses and attendants. "Boday we 
need more than 200 nurses and at- 
teidants to bring our personnel to 
normal. 

Samuel K. McConnell, Jr.. Penn 
Wynne, is chairman of the Norris- 
town State Hospital board of trus- 
tees. 

In explaining the shortage Mr. 
McConnell said that many of the 
nurses and men h-ad gone into the 
service while others had accepted 
more lucrative positions in war 
plants. 

Similar conditions exist in other 
State institutions. 

Questionnaires prepared by Leroy 
C. SchiefTcr, supervisor of research 
and statistics in the Welfare De- 
partment, showed that of 165 hos- 
pitals reporting, 18 (11 per cent) 
have three-fourths or less of their 
normal graduate nurse stiff. Of 
73 hospitals which normally have 
one or more internes, 16 (22 per 
cent) now have half or less of their 
staffs. Eleven hospitals which hid 
one or more resident doctors now 
have none.

Need Volunteers For Control Center "Dog Watch"; 
Where's Your Chivalry, Men? The Ladies are Willing 



For the want of a few more vol- 
unteers, Narbnrth may have to 
abandon its plan for a 24-htmi 
watch at the control center in the 
Narberth Community Building. 

"We are going to hold the volun- 
teer list open another week and 
then if we are still short of the 
required list other arrangements 
will have to be made," explained 
Henry Sparks, vice-chairman of the 
Defense Council. 

Sparks said that 115 persons had 
volunteered to date but more men 
volunteers were needed for the "dog 
watch" from 12 midnight to 6 a. m 

It is understood that a relay 
telephone system will be set up 



providing it proves impossible to 
obtain the volunteers. This system, 
most defense officials say, will cause 
considerable delay in transmitting 
emergency calls and may seriously 
jeopardize the safety of the |»ebple 
if a real air raid occurs: 

If defense officials' considered it 
advisable the "dog watch" In the 
control center at the Community 
Building on Windsor av. cou3d be 
manned by women. It is under- 
stood that several have volunteered 
for duty during the early morning 
hours but local defense officials are 
in hopes that a sufficient i\umber of 
men will respond to the call. 

"Although other cities have en- 



countered the same difficulties," 
said Sparks, "we expected a differ- 
ent response from our Narberth 
neighbors." 

In a canvass of the Borough to 
obtain volunteers Sparks said there 
was an "appalling apathy" about 
the realities of war. Within the 
last week or so Sparks said he had 
unsuccessfully called from 350 to 400 
people. 

"You wouldn't believe it." said 
Sparks, "but one man asked me 
how I dared to call him up and 
suggest something like that." 

He said that a number of air raid 
wardens attempting the same thing 
had received "plenty of rebuffs."

The Woodwards, with their son, 
Don Peirce Woodwurd, four years 
old, and their daughter, Bonnie, 
six months, moved in a few days 
ago.

In planning the renovizing of the 
old church, Mr. Woodward, who U 
landscape engineer with the Mont- 
gomery County Park Board, was 
assisted by S. Kendrlck Llchty, 
Ardmore architect.

Your binoculars, with keen Navy eyes behind them, can spy 
a submarine and see to it that there is one less marauder to 
murder helpless seamen and sink vital supplies. 

Your binoculars can play an important part in averting de- 
feat and bringing victory nearer if they happen to be the makes 
and sizes the Navy needs: Either 6 x 30 or 7 x 50, made by 
Bausch & Lomb or Zeiss. The 6 x 30 means six-power magnifica- 
tion and a front lens 30 millimeters (about an inch and a fifth) 
across. The 7 x 50 means seven-power and 50 millimeters (about 
two inches) across. 

Persons whose binoculars meet requirements and who wish 
to lend them to the Navy are requested to. tag them with the 
owner's name and address, pack them carefully and ship to: 
The Naval Observatory, Washington, D. C. If your binoculars 
are not in good working order, or if they are approximately but 
not exactly up to Navy specifications, do not ship them. Instead, 
write a letter to the Naval Observatory, giving manufacture, 
type, power and objective opening (front lens measurement) of 
binoculars and stating what repairs, if any, are needed to put 
them in good condition. Such binoculars will be called for if 
and when needed. 

As the Navy is not authorized to accept gifts or free loans, 
all binoculars it accepts will be "purchased" for $1.00 each. If 
still in use at the end of the war, they will be returned to the 
owners and the $1.00 will constitute a rental and depreciation 
fee. 

All binoculars accepted are engraved with the donor s name 
and a special serial number to identify them. They are then 
issued immediately to naval vessels and the commanding officers 
are requested to notify the donors of the names of the ships 
aboard which their binoculars are "serving in the Navy."

Un- 
der the direction of teachers, 
mothers and other women, all 
members are playing vital roles in 
volunteer war work. 

Mrs. E. S.' Rockefeller, Merion. 
has been instrumental in enlisting 
girls of school age who have made 
contributions. 

They collected $1,373.26 during 
the Red Cross Roll Call and War 
Drive which followed brought in 
$1,918.50. 

Since the first of January these 
same Junior Red Cross members 
have made and distributed over 
4000 articles. Many of them are 
useful pieces of clothing salvaged 
from cast-off and worn-out gar- 
ments. When the drive for com- 
fort kits for men who were going 
over seas, was in progress, they 
filled 80 and collected $80 for as 
many more. 

Seventeen Home Nursing courses 
were completed, 18 Standard First 
Aid Courses were finished, and 17 
Junior First Aid. 

Since schools have closed, a new 
program has been set up at Bryn 
Mawr Hospital. Six days a week 
two girls are on duty every morn- 
ing and two other girls every 
afternoon to act as messengers and 
"Junior Nurses' Aides" under the 
direction of the directress of 
nurses.
